Centuries ago mistletoe was 
thought to have ell-healing prope 
erties, 

In the Saturnalia (an ancient 
cerenony of the pagans), the 
mistletoe played avery prominent 


Parte From this ceremony came 
the tradition of kissing under 
the mistletoe which has been 


handed down to modern times, 

Although Christmas cards do 
not date back as far as mistletoe, 
they have a very interesting hise 
tory. 

The earliest known holiday 
greeting card was printed in 1450 
in Germany.: It showed the 
Christ Child, holy angels, and 
the Holy Mother in an ancient 
gallery, 

Almost three centuries aAgzom 
English Schoolboys composed and 
decorated pieces of paper whith 
were called "Christinay “pléces", 
These were sent to friends and 
relatives, ; :
